Passenger and Freight Depots, 


Grain Mill and Warehouse and 
Freight Cars Destroyed 


HANOVER, Mass., Aug. 23.—Fire which broke out early today in 


the Hanover Four Corners .railroad station destroyed the passenger and 
freight depots, a grain mill and warehouse, a number of freight cars, and 
badly damaged six other buildings, causing a loss estimated at $60,000. 


When discovered the lire had gained great headway in the station and 


before the arrival of the apparatus had spread to the grain mil! and was 
threatening the.entire business center of the town. 
All the apparatus in 


the Four llunovers was called and so menacing did the blaze appear 
that help was summnoed from Rockland. The fire was finally placed under 


- control shortly after daybreak. 


The owners of the grain mill were the heaviest losers, over ?35,000 


worth of grain being stored in the warehouse and freight cars which were 
n total loss.

The house, barn and household goods, 


as well as the entire contents of the 
barber shop of Jeremiah C. Ma honey 
of 1932 Lakevlew avenue, ColllnsviUe, 
v.'ere completely destroyed by.fire early 
this 
morning, 
anrt 
Mr- and 
Mrs. 


Mahoney," who were sleeping: on iht 
third story-.of Uin building when the 
tlaze vas discovered, had a narrow 
escape with their lives. The cause of 
the fire is not known, but the losses 
come to nearly $300i\ partly covered 
by insurance. 


:The , Lowell department was called 


by telephone, hut inasmuch as tho fire 
was beyond the city limits the nre- 
fiphters did not respond. Then a call 
was sent to the Dracut fire depart- 
ment, but before-the hose was laid the 
buildings were nearly burned to the 
Kround. Fortunately the property oc- 
cupied by Michael Drlscoll, situated a 
few feet away from the burned" build- 
ing, was saved through tho efforts of 
the 
firemen.

The blaze was discovered between 2 


and 3 o'clock this morning by Mrs, 
Mahoncy, who heard the crackling of 
the flames. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mahoncy 


were then asleep on the third floor of 
'.he building, over the barber thop. 
Mrs.. Mahom-y quickly awakened her 
husband, and the couple made a fiuick 
exit after securing a few pieces of 
wearing apparel. They had no sooner 
got out of the house than the entire 
property was ablaze. 
V Rev. Thomas A. "Walsh, pastor of St. 
Mary's church, in the village, whose 
horns is opposite that of the Mahonoy 
family, was -;\w?.kened by the cries of 
"Firr," and he quickly' telephoned to 
Lowell for hrlp. HP then directed his 
efforts toward the Oracut fire depart- 
ment, and also notified tho New Eng- 
land Tel. Co. and the Lowell Electric 
LiRht Corp. of the danger existing in 
tbe vicinity on account of the burned 
Hve wires. It was some time before 
the Dracut firo department arrived on 
the sceno of the connapration.' and In- 
asmuch as there was no water avail- 
able In the immediate vicinity, nothing 
could be done In time to save the 
building 
The nearest hydrant to the Mahoncy 


house is that near th*- pate of th-

Keaver Brook mill, about 250 yard^ 
nway. In order to fret a g^ood stream 
of water, thfr steam pump at the mlH 
was started, but it took some time to 
s:ct steam up. for the plant has been 
cKispd for a few days. However, after 
about toalf an hour a stream ,of water 
was directed on thr stable, which was 
a. roarinsr furnace. 
This, however, 
was also burned to the ground with a 
lot of bay. a couple of carriages and 
several tools and farming Implements. 


While the stable was bur nine:, the 


firemen diTt>etod their efforts on the 
house occuplrd by Michael Drtpcoll. a 
low feet away and inasmuch RS thr 
wind was blowinc: in the opposite di- 
rection, this property was raved. For- 
tunately Mr. Mnhoney's horse, a valu- 
able animal, was not In the stable at 
the time of the fire-. In tho prroup of 
three buildings owned by Mr. Mahoney. 
only a small store hou^c in the rear 
was saved. 


The entire contents of the barber 


shop, consisting of thrco larcre chairs, 
fixtures and a. bilHard table, as well 


as several tools, were completely de- 
stroyed. All the household goods and 
wearing apparel with the exception of 
A few pieces of clothing were also 
burned, and the damage, it is believed. 
v-ill reach J3000. 


ilaricil In Hnrbcr Shop 


Mr. Mahoncy, when seen by the writ- 


er this morning: said he did not know 
how the tiie started, but he believes 
the flames broke out in the barber shop 
on the front part of the first floor. He 
said there was no fire in the place 
when he closed up last night, and the 
cause of the fire is a mystery to him. 
Relative to tb« losses, he said he could 
not state, but he said he knew all 
his belongings wort destroyed. 


At noon the embers In the ruins were 


still burning and a number of mem- 
bers of the Dracut fire department re- 
mained on the premises to see that the 
flames would not. communicate with 
adjoining property. Had it not been 
for the heavy downpour of rain at 
Ihe time of. the fire, it is believed, a 
general conflagration would have re- 
sulted,

in the rear of the burned properly, 
which would have made pood burn- 
ing material by which the flames would 
have spread to other .buildings.

Otherwise Canadians Will Hold Him in 


Jail Till October—He Can Take His 
Choice-—Counsel in Quandary 


: SHERBROOKE, Que., Aug. 23.—Out of the tangle of legal red tape 


involving the case of Harry K, Thaw, detained in the Sherbrooke jail as 
a fugitive from Matteawan, there developed this afternoon what resembled 
an ultimatum from the Canadian immigration authorities. It was that 
Thaw, .if he so elected, would be deported to Newport, Vermont, as an 
undesirable alien after his arraignment in court here on Wednesday and 
that the Canadian authorities would wash their hands of.the affair. 
If he 


declines to submit to deportation he may be held here under the present 
commitment as a fugitive and not have a hearing (should his habeas cor- 
pus proceedings fail) until the October term of court.- •}

Maze \vas discovered.- had a -narrow 
escape "with . their lives- The cause of 
the fire is not known, but the losses 
come to nearly $3000, partly covered 
by insurance. 


• The Lowell department was called 
by telephone, but inasmuch as the fire 
was beyond the city llWiits the fire- 
fighters did not respond. Then a call 
was sent to the Dracut fire depart- 
ment, but before the hose was laid the 
buildings were nearly burned to tho 
: Kround.1 'Fortunately the property oc- 


cupied by Michael Driscoll. situated a 
few feet away from the burned build- 
ing, was saved through the efforts of 
the firemen. 


The blaze was discovered between 2 


and 3 .o'clock this morning by Mrs. 
Mahoney, who heard the crackling of 
the 
flames. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mahoney 


• were then asleep on the third floor of 


the building", over (he barber shop. 
Mrs- Mahoney quickly awakened her 
husband, and the couple made a. quick 


- exit after securing a few pieces of 
wearing" apparel. They had no sooner 
£Ot out of the house than the entire 
property was ablaze. 


Rev. Thomas A. Walsh, pastor of St. 


Mary's church in the village, \vhose 
home Is opposite that of the Mahoney 
family, was awakened by the cries of 
"fire," and he, quickly telephoned to 
Lowell for help. He then directed his 
efforts toward the Dracut fire^epart- 
ment, and also notified the Xew Eng- 
1 la ml Tel. Co. and the Lowell Klectric 
1*1 pht Corp. of the danger existing \n 
the vicinity on account of the burned 
live wires. It was some time before 
thfi Drncut fire department arrived on 
the scene of tho conflagration, and In- 
asmuch as there WAS no water avail- 
able in the Immediate vicinity, nothing 
could be done in time to save the 
build incr.
